This great series is described by Archer as ‘the new 
Kangra style in full and confident maturity. The 
subject, the Gita Govinda poem of Jayadeva, was an 
ecstatic celebration of the romance of Radha and 
Krishna culminating in lyrical descriptions of their 
love-making.’ Illustrations of songs celebrating the 
romance of the divine lovers Radha and Krishna 
were customarily produced at Pahari weddings, and 
the series is thought to have been prepared in 
anticipation of Raja Sansar Chand’s marriage in 
1781 to the daughter of Kishan Singh of Suket. 
Each page of the series is imbued with a specific 
quality and this example is distinguished for its 
evocative landscape setting, the grove of trees 
silhouetted against a pale sky. 


Archer considered the paintings to be by Sansar 
Chand’s favourite artist Kushala (a son of the artist 
Manaku) working with Gaudhu (second son of the 
artist Nainsukh), while Goswamy and Fischer 
attribute the series to a ‘master of the first 
generation after Nainsukh’. With the very limited 
number of signed or contemporarily attributed 
works of Pahari painting at this period, it may never 
be possible to be sure which artist painted which 
picture, but the importance of the series as one of 
the peak achievements of eighteenth-century Pahari 
art remains assured.

sale and for each successive month or any part 
thereof; (h) insure, remove and store the lot 
either at Sotheby’s premises or elsewhere at the 
sole risk and expense of the defaulting buyer; (i) 
charge the buyer interest at a rate not exceeding 
one and a half per cent (1.5%) per month on 
the 'total amount due’ to the extent it remains 
unpaid for more than five (5) working days 
after the date of the auction. 

11 Electrical and Mechanical Goods. The buyer 
acknowledges that Sotheby’s has not tested elec¬ 
trical or mechanical goods and that the buyer is 
solely responsible for testing such goods before 
using them. 

12 Liability of Sotheby’s and sellers, (a) Goods auc¬ 
tioned are usually of some age. All goods are 
sold with all faults and imperfections and errors 
of description. Illustrations in catalogues are for 
identification only. Buyers should satisfy them¬ 
selves prior to the sale as to the condition of 
each lot and should exercise and rely on their 
own judgment as to whether the lot accords 
with its description. Subject to the obligations 
accepted by Sotheby’s under this Condition as 
set forth below, none of the seller, Sotheby’s or 
any Sotheby’s affiliated company or any of their 
respective servants or agents is responsible for 
errors of description in the catalogue or else¬ 
where or for the genuineness or authenticity of 
any lot, no warranty whatever is given by 
Sotheby’s or any Sotheby’s affiliated company 
or any of their respective servants or agents, or 
any seller to any buyer in respect of any lot and 
any express or implied conditions or warranties 
are hereby excluded. 

(b) Subject to the exclusions of 12(b)(i) and 
12(b)(ii) below, any lot which proves to be 
‘counterfeit’ may be returned by the buyer to 
Sotheby’s within five (5) years of the date of the 
auction. The buyer must, within three (3) 
months of first becoming aware of doubt 
regarding the authenticity or attribution of the 
lot (but in no event later than the five year peri¬ 
od referred to in the preceding sentence), pro¬ 
vide Sotheby’s with a written statement of the 
alleged defects, the number of the lot, and the 
date of the auction at which it was purchased. It 
is Sotheby’s general policy, and Sotheby’s shall 
have the right to have the buyer obtain at the 
buyer’s expense, the opinion of two recognised 
experts in the field, mutually acceptable to 
Sotheby’s and the buyer before Sotheby’s deter¬ 
mines whether to rescind a sale under this para¬ 
graph. If the buyer requests, Sotheby’s will pro¬ 
vide the buyer with the names of experts 
acceptable to it. If Sotheby’s is satisfied that the 
item is a ‘counterfeit’ and that the buyer is able 
to transfer both possession of the lot in the 
same condition as when sold, and good and 
marketable title to the lot free from any third 
party claims, the sale will be set aside and the 
‘hammer price’ and the buyer’s premium actu¬ 
ally paid to Sotheby’s by the buyer in respect of 
the lot will be refunded; provided that the buyer 
shall have no rights under this Condition if: (i) 
the description in the catalogue at the date of 


the sale was in accordance with the then gener¬ 
ally accepted opinions of scholars and, experts 
or fairly indicated that there was a conflict of 
such opinions; or 

(ii) the only method of establishing at the date 
of publication of the catalogue that the lot was a 
‘counterfeit’ was by means of Scientific process¬ 
es not generally accepted for use until after the 
publication of the catalogue or a process which 
was unreasonably expensive or impractical. 

(c) Any claim by the buyer against Sotheby’s, its 
servants or agents under this Condition shall 
not extend to any loss, interest or damage suf¬ 
fered or expense incurred by the buyer. 

(d) Neither Sotheby’s nor the seller make any 
representations or warranties, implied or 
express to the buyer, as to whether any lot is 
subject to copyrights, nor whether the buyer 
acquires any copyrights, including but not lim¬ 
ited to any reproduction rights, in any lot sold. 

(e) Neither Sotheby’s nor the seller make any 
representations or warranties, implied or 
express, to the buyer, as to whether any lot is 
subject to any export restrictions from the 
United Kingdom or any import restrictions of 
any other country. 

Conditions mainly concerning sellers 

13 Seller’s Warranties. The seller warrants to 
Sotheby’s and to the buyer that, at all relevant 
times hereunder, including without limitation 
at the time of the sale, 

(a) the seller is the true owner of the property, 
or is properly authorised to sell the property by 
the true owner and is able to and shall in accor¬ 
dance with these Conditions of Business, trans¬ 
fer possession and good and marketable title to 
the property free from any third party claims, 
(including without limitation any claims of 
governments or governmental agencies with 
respect to the property), liens or encumbrances; 

(b) the seller has provided Sotheby’s with all 
information the seller has concerning the 
provenance of the property; 

(c) if the object consigned is a cultural object as 
defined in the categories and value limits in the 
European Council Regulation No. 3911/92, the 
item was either in the United Kingdom before 1 
January 1993 or, if exported directly or indirect¬ 
ly from one state member of the European 
Union to another state member of the 
European Union after 1 January 1993, that such 
item was lawfully removed from that state and 
the seller will provide documentation necessary 
to establish the foregoing; 

(d) unless the seller advises Sotheby’s in writing 
to the contrary at the time the property is deliv¬ 
ered to Sotheby’s, that there are no restrictions, 
copyright or otherwise, relating to the property 
or on Sotheby’s rights to reproduce pho¬ 
tographs of the property; 

(e) for property not held by Sotheby’s on its 
premises or under its control, such property 
will be available and in a deliverable state at the 
time the buyer is entitled to possession of the 
same in accordance with these Conditions of 
Business; 

(f) unless the seller of electrical or mechanical 
goods advises Sotheby’s in writing to the con¬ 


trary at the time the property is delivered to 
Sotheby’s, as from the date on which the seller 
delivers such goods to Sotheby’s or Sotheby’s 
control, such goods are safe if reasonably used 
for the purpose for which they were designed 
and are free from any defect not obvious on 
external inspection which could prove danger¬ 
ous to human life or health; and 

(g) unless the seller advises Sotheby’s in writing 
to the contrary at the time the property is deliv¬ 
ered to Sotheby’s, the property has been proper¬ 
ly imported into the European Union and all 
taxes or duties due on importation into the 
European LTnion have been paid. 

The seller will indemnify each of Sotheby’s and 
any Sotheby’s affiliated company, their respec¬ 
tive servants, directors, officers and employees 
and the buyer against any loss or damage as 
more particularly set forth in Condition 31 
including without limitation, any loss, damage 
or costs in consequence of any breach or alleged 
breach of any of the seller’s representations, 
warranties or undertakings or other terms set 
forth in these Conditions of Business, or any 
amendments hereto. 

14 Preparation for sale. In connection with any 
auction, Sotheby’s has sole and absolute discre¬ 
tion regarding grouping property into lots, pro¬ 
viding catalogue and other descriptions, the 
date of the auction(s) and the manner of con¬ 
ducting each sale. The seller authorises 
Sotheby’s to undertake any tests, researches or 
enquiries, or to consult and rely on any outside 
experts, consultants or restorers in relation to 
the property as Sotheby’s may, in its absolute 
discretion, deem appropriate. 

15 Rights to photographs and illustrations. The sell¬ 
er gives Sotheby’s the full and absolute right to 
photograph and illustrate any lot consigned to 
Sotheby’s for sale. With respect to any pho¬ 
tographs taken or illustrations made by 
Sotheby’s of property consigned by the seller, or 
any photographs or illustrations provided to 
Sotheby’s by the seller, the seller grants 
Sotheby’s the full and absolute right to use and 
to reproduce such photographs or illustrations 
in its sole and absolute discretion, including but 
not limited to, in connection with the auction. 
Sotheby’s retains copyright in all photographs 
taken and illustrations made by Sotheby’s. 

16 Risk of loss or damage, (a) Unless, at the time 
the seller delivers the property to Sotheby’s, the 
seller instructs Sotheby’s in writing not to 
assume risk of loss or damage for any lot and 
within 10 days of such delivery provides 
Sotheby’s with a certificate of insurance and a 
waiver of subrogation by the seller’s insurer of 
all rights and claims that they may have against 
Sotheby’s in connection with any loss or dam¬ 
age to the property in both cases in a form 
acceptable to Sotheby’s, the seller authorises 
Sotheby’s to assume at the seller’s sole expense, 
the risk of loss or damage to the property from 
the time of Sotheby’s receipt of such property 
until risk of loss or damage to the property 
passes to the buyer as set forth in Condition 9 
or until sixty (60) days after the auction, 
whichever is earlier. The fee for such assump¬ 
tion of risk will be determined based on the sta¬ 
tus of the property (sold, unsold after the auc¬ 
tion or not yet offered for sale) as further set 
forth in (a)(i) to (a)(iii) below and will not 
exceed one per cent (1%) of (a)(1) to (aftiii) 
below, plus any applicable VAT thereon or 
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amount added in lieu of VAT, in respect of the 
period ending no later than sixty (60) days 
after the auction. A further one per cent (1%) of 
(a)(i) to (a)(iii) below and any applicable VA T 
thereon or amount added in lieu of VAT may be 
charged for each successive month or part 
month thereafter. The assumption of any risk 
by Sotheby’s or its insurers beyond the period 
of sixty (60) days mentioned above shall be at 
Sotheby’s sole discretion. 

The seller agrees that Sotheby’s liability for loss 
or damage to any property will not exceed the 
amount set forth in sub—paragraphs (a)(i) to 

(a) (iii) less Sotheby’s ‘seller’s commission’ and 
‘expenses’: (i) the ‘hammer price’ if the property 
has been sold; (ii) the reserve if the property has 
been offered for sale, but not been sold; (iii) the 
‘mid pre-sale estimate’ if the property has not 
been offered for sale. 

None of Sotheby’s, any Sotheby’s affiliated com¬ 
pany or their respective servants or agents or 
insurers will be liable for loss or damage to 
frames or glass covering prints, paintings or 
other works or the loss or damage to property 
caused by: (1) any third party instructed to deal 
with the property with the seller’s consent; ( 2 ) 
changes in humidity or temperature; (3) nor¬ 
mal wear and tear, gradual deterioration or 
inherent vice or defect; (4) errors in processing; 
(5) war, weapons of war employing atomic fis¬ 
sion or radioactive contamination. 

(b) If, in accordance with this Condition 16, the 
seller instructs Sotheby’s not to assume risk of 
loss or damage for a lot, the property shall 
remain at the risk of the seller until risk of loss 
or damage of the lot passes to the buyer of the 
lot in accordance with Condition 9 and the sell¬ 
er hereby agrees: 

(i) to indemnify Sotheby’s, any Sotheby’s affili¬ 
ated company and their respective servants, 
directors, officers and employees against any 
loss, damage or costs in respect of any loss or 
damage to the lot of whatever nature, howsoev¬ 
er and wheresoever occurring, and in any cir¬ 
cumstances even where negligence is alleged or 
proven as more particularly set forth in 
Condition 31; 

(ii) to reimburse Sotheby’s or any Sotheby’s 
affiliated company on demand for all payments, 
costs or expenses, including legal fees made, 
incurred or suffered by Sotheby’s or any 
Sotheby’s affiliated company in consequence 
thereof or arising therefrom. Any payment 
which Sotheby’s or any Sotheby’s affiliated 
company shall make in respect of such loss or 
damage or payments, costs or expenses 
incurred shall be binding upon the seller and 
shall be accepted by the seller as conclusive evi¬ 
dence that Sotheby’s or any Sotheby’s affiliated 
company was liable to make such payment; 

(iii) to waive all rights and claims he may have 
against Sotheby’s, any Sotheby’s affiliated com¬ 
pany and their respective servants, directors, 
officers and employees in connection with such 
loss or damage; and 

(iv) to notify any insurer of the existence of the 
indemnity contained in this Condition, and to 
procure a waiver of subrogation by sfich insurer 
of all rights and claims they may have against 
Sotheby’s or any Sotheby’s affiliated company in 
connection with loss or damage. 

17 Reserves. Each lot. will be offered subject to a 
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reserve. On behalf of the seller, Sotheby’s may 
bid up to the reserve. The seller hereby agrees 
that the reserve shall be equal to seventy five per 
cent (75%) of either the low pre-sale estimate 
agreed with the seller or, if no agreement has 
been made in writing, of Sotheby’s Tow pre-sale 
estimate’. No reserve will exceed Sotheby’s latest 
published or announced Tow pre-sale estimate’, 
unless a reserve is agreed to in a currency other 
than pounds sterling, and the exchange rates 
fluctuate between the time the reserve is agreed 
and the day of the sale and Sotheby’s and the 
seller are unable to agree to a revised reserve. If 
the reserve has not been agreed in pounds ster¬ 
ling, the seller agrees that the reserve shall be an 
amount equal to the pound sterling equivalent 
of the foreign currency reserve based on the 
closing exchange rate available on the business 
day immediately preceding the auction. 
Sotheby’s may at its option sell at a ‘hammer 
price’ below the reserve provided that Sotheby’s 
pays the seller the sale proceeds which the seller 
would have received had such lot sold at the 
reserve. 

No seller may bid on the seller’s own property. 

If the seller does so bid, Sotheby’s may sell the 
lot to the seller without reserve, the seller will 
not be entitled to the benefit of the Condition 
12, and the seller will pay Sotheby’s the stan¬ 
dard ‘seller’s commission’, the buyer’s premium 
and all ‘expenses’ that may have been incurred 
in connection with the property. 

18 Commission, buyer's premium and expenses. The 
seller agrees to pay Sotheby’s ‘expenses’ and 
‘seller’s commission’ and authorises Sotheby’s 
to deduct these sums from the ‘hammer price’. 
The seller also authorises Sotheby’s to retain the 
buyer’s premium as referred to in Condition 3. 

For purposes of determining the rate of the sell¬ 
er’s commission, “Consignment” shall mean all 
Property listed on one standard form Property 
[Contract and] Receipt issued by us and “sold” 
shall mean any lot sold at auction for seller by 
Sotheby’s for which Sotheby’s has received good 
funds, less any rescissions made under condi¬ 
tion 25. 

19 Payment of sale proceeds. On the‘settlement 
date’ Sotheby’s will post to the seller at the sell¬ 
er’s risk such of the ‘net sale proceeds’ in 
pounds sterling as it receives, unless the buyer 
has notified Sotheby’s of the buyer’s intention 
to rescind the sale in accordance with 
Condition 12. If the buyer pays after the ‘settle¬ 
ment date’, Sotheby’s will post the ‘net sale pro¬ 
ceeds’ to the seller within five (5) working days 
of Sotheby’s receipt of such payment in cash or 
cleared funds. 

20 Withdrawn lots. (a)The seller may not with¬ 
draw property from the sale after the earlier of 
the following dates: the date on which Sotheby’s 
confirms to the seller in writing that property 
has been accepted for sale or the date on which 
the catalogue is initially sent to the printer, (b) 
Sotheby’s may withdraw property from the sale 
without any liability to the seller if Sotheby’s 
believes that (i) there is doubt as to its authen¬ 
ticity or attribution, (ii) any of the seller’s repre¬ 
sentations or warranties are inaccurate in any 
way, or (iii) the seller breaches any provisions of 
the Conditions of Business (including, without 
limitation, Condition 13) in any material 
respect, (c) If the property is withdrawn (i) by 
the seller after the earlier of the dates in para¬ 
graph 20(a) above or (ii) by Sotheby’s as speci¬ 


fied in paragraph 20(b) (ii) or (iii) above, the 
seller shall pay to Sotheby’s a withdrawal fee 
equal to Sotheby’s ‘seller’s commission’ and the 
buyer’s premium calculated on Sotheby’s then 
‘mid pre-sale estimate’ of the withdrawn prop¬ 
erty, together with Value Added Tax thereon 
and ‘expenses’ incurred in relation to the prop¬ 
erty plus any VAT thereon. Sotheby’s is not 
obligated to withdraw any property from sale, 
unless seller has paid Sotheby’s the withdrawal 
fee. If any property is withdrawn by Sotheby’s 
under 20(b)(i) above, the seller shall not be 
charged the fee referred to above and such 
property will be returned to the seller at the 
seller’s expense. 

21 Reconsignment. Unless the seller objects in 
writing within 10 days of receiving notice of the 
proposed reconsignment, the seller hereby 
agrees that Sotheby’s may reconsign the proper¬ 
ty as the seller’s agent to another Sotheby’s sale 
location or to a Sotheby’s affiliated company, to 
be offered at public auction in such other loca¬ 
tion or by such Sotheby’s affiliated company 
subject to the conditions of business or sale in 
the catalogue for the sale and subject to the 
local tax laws. Such conditions arc available for 
inspection at Sotheby’s 34 - 35 New Bond 
Street, London, W1A 2AA. If there is a conflict 
between the terms of the contract with the pur¬ 
chaser as set forth in the catalogue for the sale 
and the terms herein, the terms of the condi¬ 
tions printed in the catalogue for the sale shall 
prevail. The seller agrees that each of its repre¬ 
sentations, warranties, indemnities and agree¬ 
ments set forth herein shall inure to the benefit 
of Sotheby’s or any Sotheby’s affiliated company 
which offers the property for sale and to the 
buyer. The seller also agrees that the proceeds of 
the sale shall be remitted to the seller in the cur¬ 
rency in which the auction is conducted. 

22 Obligations regarding lots sold. If the buyer fails 
to pay to Sotheby’s the ‘total amount due’ on or 
by the ‘settlement date’ the seller authorises 
Sotheby’s at the seller’s expense to pursue any 
one or more of the following courses: (i) to 
agree special terms for payment of the ‘total 
amount due’ (ii) to remove, store and insure the 
lot sold, (iii) to settle claims made by or against 
the buyer on such terms as Sotheby’s shall 
determine in its absolute discretion, (iv) to take 
such steps as are necessary to collect monies 
due by the buyer to the seller and Sotheby’s and 
if necessary, to rescind the sale and refund the 
money to the buyer. Without being under any 
obligation to do so, Sotheby Vshall endeavour to 
notify the seller of the buyer’s failure to pay 
prior to exercising its authority as granted in 
the preceding sentence. Sotheby’s has no obliga¬ 
tion to collect payment from the buyer nor to 
undertake legal proceedings. The seller autho¬ 
rises Sotheby’s to retain any handling, removal, 
storage, insurance or interest fees collected from 
the buyer or defaulting buyer. 

If the buyer fails to pay the ‘total amount due’ 
and Sotheby’s remits an amount equal to the 
‘net sale proceeds’ to the seller, ownership of 
such lot shall pass to Sotheby’s, which shall have 
the benefit of the seller’s agreements, represen¬ 
tations, warranties and indemnities set forth in 
these Conditions of Business. 

23 Private sales. If any lot fails to reach its reserve 
and is bought-in for the seller’s account, the 
seller authorises Sotheby’s, as the seller’s exclu¬ 
sive agent, for a period of forty (40) days fol¬ 
lowing the auction to sell the lot privately for a 


price that will result in a payment to the seller 
of not less than the net amount (after payment 
to Sotheby’s of the ‘seller’s commission’, buyer’s 
premium and expenses’) to which the seller 
would have been entitled had the lot been sold 
at a price equal to the reserve. Where any lot is 
sold by application of this condition, the seller’s 
obligations to Sotheby’s and the buyer hereun¬ 
der with respect to such lot are the same as if it 
had been sold at auction and any reference 
hereunder to “auction” or the “date of auction” 
shall mean “private sale” or the “date of the pri¬ 
vate sale”. 

24 Unsold lots, fees. Where any lot fails to sell at 
auction or privately as set forth in Condition 23 
above, within sixty (60) days of the auction, the 
seller shall make arrangements either to 
re-offer the lot for sale or to collect the lot and 
to pay both the reduced commission of fifty per 
cent (50%) of the ‘seller’s commission’ and any 
applicable VAT based on the reserve and 
‘expenses’ plus any VAT thereon. If the seller 
fails to make such arrangements or to collect 
the lot and pay the reduced commission within 
sixty (60) days of the auction, Sotheby’s in its 
sole discretion shall have the right: (i) to 
remove the lot to an independent storage facili¬ 
ty, for which the seller shall assume all risks and 
expenses; or (ii) to re-offer the property at pub¬ 
lic auction and to deduct from the ‘hammer 
price’ any sum owing to Sotheby’s or any 
Sotheby’s affiliated company including without 
limitation removal, storage and insurance 
expenses, the ‘expenses’ of both auctions, the 
reduced commission set forth above in respect 
of the first auction as well as the ‘seller’s com¬ 
mission’ on the resale and all other reasonable 
expenses before remitting any excess to the sell¬ 
er or, if the seller cannot be traced, placing it in 
a bank account in the name of Sotheby’s for the 
seller. If Sotheby’s elects to re-offer the property 
as set forth in the preceding sentence, the seller 
hereby agrees that such lot shall be re-con¬ 
signed to Sotheby’s in accordance with the 
terms (other than as amended by this 
Condition 24), representations, warranties and 
indemnities set forth in these Conditions of 
Business and that the reserve for the re-sale 
shall not be less than fifty per cent (50%) of the 
original reserve or such higher percentage as is 
agreed between Sotheby’s and the seller or, if no 
agreement has been reached, such higher per¬ 
centage as Sotheby’s in its absolute discretion 
deems fit. 

25 Rescission. If the buyer makes a claim to rescind 
the sale under Condition 12 and Sotheby’s is of 
the opinion that the claim is justified, Sotheby’s 
is authorised to rescind the sale and to refund to 
the buyer any amount paid to Sotheby’s in 
respect of the lot. Within ten (10) days of 
Sotheby’s notice to the seller of such rescission, 
the seller will return to Sotheby’s any sale pro¬ 
ceeds paid by Sotheby’s to the seller of such lot. 
When the sale proceeds, together with ‘expens¬ 
es’ in connection with the rescinded sale, have 
been repaid to Sotheby’s, Sotheby’s will return 
the lot to the seller. 


General Conditions and Definitions 

26 Admission. Sotheby’s shall have the right at its 
absolute discretion to refuse admission to any 
person to its premises or to attendance at its 
auctions. 


27 Telephone and Absentee Bids. Whilst the 
interests of prospective buyers are best served 
by attendance at auction, Sotheby’s may if so 
instructed execute bids on behalf of prospective 
buyers. Neither Sotheby’s nor its servants or 
agents are responsible for any neglect or default 
relating to bids made in connection with absen¬ 
tee or telephone bids, including without limita¬ 
tion, any telecommunications errors or failures. 

28 Personal details. If Sotheby’s so requests, the 
buyer and the seller agree to provide written 
confirmation, in a form satisfactory to 
Sotheby’s of their name, permanent address, 
proof of identity and credit-worthiness. 

29 Agents. Sotheby’s sells as agent for the seller 
(except where it wholly or partly owns any lot 
as principal) and as such is not responsible for 
any default by the seller or the buyer. Sotheby’s 
reserves the right to pay out of its ‘seller’s com¬ 
mission’ or elsewhere a fee to any third party 
introducing clients or property to Sotheby’s. 

30 Estimates. Sotheby’s makes no representations 
or warranties as to the anticipated selling price 
of any item of property. No estimates anywhere 
made by Sotheby’s, its servants or agents, 
whether in writing or orally, may be relied upon 
as a prediction of the actual selling price. 
F,stimates in catalogues, receipts and elsewhere 
are subject to revision by Sotheby’s from time to 
time in the exercise of its sole discretion. 

31 Indemnity, (a) Any indemnity under these 
Conditions of Business shall extend to all 
actions, proceedings, (including without limita¬ 
tion legal fees and expenses), claims and 
demands whatever incurred or suffered by the 
person entitled to the benefit of the indemnity. 

(b) Sotheby’s declares itself to be a trustee for 

(i) its relevant servants, officers, directors and 
employees and (ii) every Sotheby’s affiliated 
company and their respective servants, officers, 
directors and employees of the benefit of every 
indemnity under these Conditions of Business 
to the extent that such indemnity is expressed 
to be for the benefit of Sotheby’s any Sotheby’s 
affiliated company and/or their respective ser¬ 
vants, officers, directors and employees. 

32 Representations and statements. Save as express¬ 
ly provided for in Condition 12(b) with respect 
to buyers, any representation or statement by 
Sotheby’s in any catalogue, condition report or 
elsewhere and whether oral or in writing as to 
authorship, attribution, authenticity, genuine¬ 
ness, origin, date, age, provenance, condition, 
reserve price or estimated selling price is a 
statement of opinion only and not of fact. 
Sotheby’s is not liable for any omissions in the 
catalogue. Sotheby’s reserves the right in form¬ 
ing its opinions to consult and rely on any 
expert or authority of its choice. Every interest¬ 
ed person should exercise and rely on their own 
judgment as to such matters and neither 
Sotheby’s nor its servants, officers, directors or 
employees are responsible for the correctness of 
such opinions, whether orally or in writing. 

33 Definitions. In these Conditions of Business, 
terms defined below shall have the meanings set 
forth herein: 

(a) buyer’s premium means the commission on 
the ‘hammer price’ payable to Sotheby’s by a 
buyer at the rates posted in the auction gallery 
and applicable to the relevant sale, plus VAT 
thereon or such amount that may be added in 
lieu of VAT; 


(b) ‘catalogue’ includes any advertisement, 
brochure, estimate, price list and other 
Sotheby’s or Sotheby’s affiliated company’s 
publication; 

(c) ‘deficiency’ means all handling charges, 
interest, collection fees, incidental liabilities, 
costs (including without limitation legal fees 
and expenses) and storage, removal and insur¬ 
ance fees and with respect to any re-sale 
whether by private sale or at public auction any 
shortfall between the original ‘hammer price’ 
and the resale ‘hammer price’, the ‘expenses’ of 
both sales, the ‘seller’s commission’ and the 
buyer’s premium on both sales and any VAT 
which may be due; 

(d) ‘expenses’ in relation to the sale of any lot 
means Sotheby’s charges and expenses includ¬ 
ing but not limited to charges and expenses for 
insurance, catalogue and other reproductions 
and illustrations, any customs duties, advertis¬ 
ing, packing and shipping costs, reproduction 
rights fees, costs of testing, searches or enquiries 
relating to any lot and any applicable VAT;

(i) ‘net sale proceeds’ means the ‘hammer price’ 
of the lot sold received by Sotheby’s in cash or 
cleared funds, less ‘seller’s commission’ and 
‘expenses’ and any other amounts due to 
Sotheby’s or any Sotheby’s affiliated company 
by the seller in whatever capacity and howsoev¬ 
er arising;

(n) Sotheby’s affiliated company means 
Sotheby’s Holdings Inc. and any company 
(other than Sotheby’s) being a subsidiary of 
Sotheby’s Holdings Inc. for the time being 
within the meaning of Section 736 of the 
Companies Act 1985; 

(o) ‘total amount due’ means the ‘hammer 
price’ in respect of the lot sold, together with 
the buyer’s premium, Value Added Tax 
chargeable, any customs’ du ties and any 
additional charges, fees and expenses due from 
a buyer or defaulting buyer. 

34 Notices Governing Law and Jurisdiction. Any

VAT information for Buyers 

I. Items with a VAT Symbol 

A VAT symbol beside a lot number in the 
catalogue indicates that VAT may be payable 
by the buyer on the hammer price and 
buyer’s premium. VAT at 17.5% is payable 
on the hammer price and buyer’s premium 
where a t or Q symbol is shown. VAT at 
2.5% is payable on the hammer price and 
buyer’s premium where a % symbol is 
shown. 

A a symbol indicates that VAT at 17.5% 
is payable on the hammer price and buyer’s 
premium if the purchase is taken to a loca¬ 
tion outside the European Union (EU) by, 
or on behalf of, the buyer.

Where an item has a $ symbol or a Q 
symbol, VAT is also payable at the appropri¬ 
ate rate on the buyer’s premium. However, 
this VAT charge may be cancelled or refund¬ 
ed by Sotheby’s where the item is taken to a 
location outside the EU, in accordance with 
the rules detailed at B below. 

In certain circumstances, it is possible 
for a business from outside the UK to 
reclaim the VAT paid on buyer’s premium, 
which can not be refunded by Sotheby’s, 
directly from HM Customs & Excise. A 
leaflet on this subject is available from the 
Cashiers Office. 

B. VAT on Hammer Price 

a) Non EU buyers - VAT on the hammer 
price may be refunded or cancelled in accor¬ 
dance with the following rules: 

If Sotheby’s arranges shipping of a pur¬ 
chase to a location outside the EU, the 
invoice will be zero-rated and VAT will not 
be charged. (However, if the buyer’s 
instructions should change after payment of 
the invoice, Sotheby’s reserves the right to 
issue an additional invoice for the VAT and 
to hold the item until payment is made. 

This amount may subsequently be refunded 
upon receipt by Sotheby’s of satisfactory 
proof of export from the EU.) 

If a buyer carries a purchase with them, 
or arranges for collection by another party, 
the VAT will be charged in full. Upon 
receipt by Sotheby’s of satisfactory proof of 
export from the EU (such documentation as 
may be required by law) the VAT on the 
hammer price may be refunded. 

b) EU business buyers from outside the UK 


- invoices will be zero-rated and VAT on 
hammer not charged if buyers provide 
Sotheby’s with their EU VAT registration 
number and one of the following conditions 
is satisfied; either: 

i) Sotheby’s arranges shipping of the pur¬ 
chase to another EU country; or 

ii) the buyer or the buyer’s agent completes 
a declaration form stating that the purchase 
is being removed from the UK to another 
EU country. This form is available from the 
Cashiers Office or the Shipping 
Department. 

If the above conditions are not satisfied, 
VAT will be charged in full. This may be 
refunded if the buyer subsequently provides 
Sotheby’s with their EU VAT registration 
number and evidence that the purchase was 
removed to a another EU country. 

II. Items with no VAT Symbol 

For items with no VAT symbol beside the lot 
number, Sotheby’s has the option to sell 
under the Auctioneers’ Margin Scheme or in 
the same way as items with a f symbol (see 
section I). 

A. The Auctioneers' Margin Scheme - 
VAT on Hammer 

The Auctioneers’ Margin Scheme allows 
Sotheby’s to sell items without VAT on the 
hammer price. Purchasing under the 
Auctioneers’ Margin Scheme is most benefi¬ 
cial to private EU buyers and EU dealers 
wishing to sell their purchase under the 
Dealers’ Margin Scheme. 

B. The Auctioneers' Margin Scheme - 
VAT on Buyer's Premium 

Under the Auctioneers’ Margin Scheme, an 
amount in lieu of VAT at 17.5% is added to 
the buyer’s premium. This amount will not 
be shown separately on the buyer’s invoice 
and is not recoverable from HM Customs & 
Excise. 

The amount in lieu of VAT may be can¬ 
celled or refunded by Sotheby’s where the 
purchase is taken to a locatiort'outside the 
EU. Provided Sotheby’s arranges the ship¬ 
ping of the purchase, the amount in lieu of 
VAT that would normally be charged on the 
buyer’s premium will be cancelled. In other 
circumstances, the amount in lieu of VAT 
will be refunded to the buyer upon receipt 
by Sotheby’s of satisfactory proof of export 
from the EU. 

III. Options for Purchase 

Sotheby’s will generally sell items with no 
VAT symbol and items with a a symbol 
which will remain in the EU after sale under 
the Auctioneers’ Margin Scheme (see sec¬ 
tion II above). This will avoid VAT on the 
hammer price and hence benefit private 
buyers. Although EU VAT registered buyers 
will not be able to recover the amount 
added to the buyer’s premium in lieu of 


VAT, they will be able to sell their purchases 
under the Dealers’ Margin Scheme in their 
own country. 

If an EU VAT registered buyer does not 
wish to purchase under the Auctioneers’ 
Margin Scheme as described above, they 
should notify the Cashiers Office within 7 
days of the sale. It should be noted that 
such buyers may not subsequently sell these 
items under a margin scheme in the EU. 

IV. Books 

The sale of books is currently zero-rated. In 
addition, if sold under the Auctioneers’ 
Margin Scheme, no amount in lieu of VAT is 
chargeable on the buyer’s premium. 
Accordingly, all items qualifying as books 
for VAT purposes will be sold under the 
Auctioneers’ Margin Scheme. 

VAT information for Sellers 

In certain circumstances, Sotheby’s is 
required to sell items with VAT on the ham¬ 
mer price.

VAT at 17.5% (if a sale is made under the 
normal VAT rules) or an amount in lieu of 
VAT at 17.5% (if a sale is made under the 
Auctioneers’ Margin Scheme) will be 
charged to all UK sellers and to private EU 
sellers on seller’s commission and sale 
expenses such as insurance, illustration and 
advertising. 

Such an amount in lieu of VAT will not 
be shown separately on the settlement state¬ 
ment and is not recoverable by business sell¬ 
ers from HM Customs & Excise. However, 
if the item is taken by the buyer to a location 
outside the EU and Sotheby’s is provided 
with the appropriate proof of export, 
Sotheby’s may, in certain circumstances, 
refund the amount in lieu of VAT charged 
on seller’s commission. 

Business sellers from EU countries 
other than the UK and all non EU sellers 
will not be charged VAT, or an amount in 
lieu of VAT, on seller’s commission and 
other expenses, provided Sotheby’s is satis¬ 
fied that the appropriate conditions have 
been satisfied.
